HAWTHORNE’S CLOSING WEEK. 



Hawthorne’s card was a strong one and the 
crowd was larger than any known of a Monday 
the present season. The twenty-seven book- 
makers, however, had but little to do. The day 
was warm with easterly winds, which threat- 
ened all afternoon to blow up a rain. The track 
was excellent. 

Ach. about the best backed horse in the first 
race bar the favorite, Canace, acted badly and 
destroyed his chance at the post. Ellis flogged 
him unmercifully , but could not get him straight. 
Arthur McKnight got off in front to a good 
start and was not caught until the last six- 
teenth, where Our Nellie, always as good as 
third, came on and won the race in a driving 
finish of six from Andes, who shot up on the 
rail, attended by Falomacita. Arthur Mc- 
Knight just beat Canace, who had been inter- 
fered with and forced to go the long road, for 
the third money, while'Rio Chico was close up. 
Silver Tone showed third a quarter from home. 

Those who fancied Jolly Roger would have a 
chance in the highest class racing in the west 
the satisfaction of getting a long price in 
'^^■sGcond race, this colt, now trained by 
l^och Wishard, opening at 6 to 1, while 
Espionage was held at evens, Miss Marion at 
2 to 1. The prices lengthened to 6 to 5 Espion- 
age, 3 to 1 Miss Marion, while Jolly Roger re- 
ceded to 5 to 1. As the horses cantered to the 
post a heavy shower came up accompanied 
with a strong wind^which blew the water into 
the grandstand. The darkness lifted as the 
horses left the post and the race was run 
with only a few raindrops falling. Miss 
Marion went out as the .barrier arose and led 
all the way, opening a gap of several lengths on 
the upper turn and winning as she pleased. 
Espionage was second nearly all the way. Jolly 
Roger third, but driving home the last named 
had Espionage beaten seventy-five yards out, 
but Paul Griggs coming from behind ran sec- 
ond, forcing Jolly Roger into third place. 
Victor Sum, a newcomer, .was somewhere up 
the stretch, but all the others were well ud. It 
was asking a great deal of Espionage to expect 
her to give away eight pounds to both Miss 
Marion and Jolly Roger. As these ran at even 
weights, the Vetter colt might have been third 
had he started in the Stallion Stakes. 

While book was being made for the third 
race a real storm broke and flooded the course. 
The wind was of strength sufficient to scare 
weak folk and darkness prevailed, rendering 
necessary the use of arc lights. There was a 
single flash of lightning, one peal of thunder, 
then the air cooled out and the rain turned into 
a drizzle as the third race was run. The track 
had become sloppy. Plantain and Dare II. 
raced in front, Don Quixote and The Devil 
paired, two lengths back, for three-quarters. 
Here The Devil made a move and passed Dare 
II., but could not get Plantain, who ran sec- 
ond into the homestretch to Don Quixote. The 
favorite had on the far turn gone to the front 
easily on the outside, and he led from thence to 
the wire, winning hand ridden from The Devil. 
Plantain quit and was beaten by Dare II. A1 
F^co was within four lengths of the leaders 
first quarter, but ever after lost ground, 
wiTTie Forte was never within gunshot. 

The rain had ceased when the bugle blew for 
the fourth race. Some bookmakers said that 
money was placed on Elusive at the opening 
price of 4 to 5, while others maintained that 
the horse was always to be had at 3 to 1. J, J. 
Carroll at one stage of the betting laid even 
money Elusive to show. There was nothing 
in the running of Elusive to indicate what the 
signs of the betting ring appeared to show, 
as the was second into the homestretch and 



whipped out, was in the close bunch of five 
at the finish. Sutton was the only starter with 
no chance to win at the far turn and he was 
away back all the way. The race had 
been one of various tips, and the only horse 
not supported was John Rodegap’s Bishop 
Reed. This animal, for a few moments return- 
ing to his clip as a yearling, led all the way and 
was going easily at the finish. As good a; 25, 8 
and 3i to 1 was the post price and the pencilers 
were happy, as the cashiers paid the few pikers 
large wads of aces and deuces. Moncreith was 
second up the backstretch, but lost some 
ground on the turn, finally landing second by a 
neck from Double Dummy, he lapped by Tranby 
and Elusive. Lynch, who rode the winner, is a 
boy well known at New Orleans and has won 
many good races. That he was a stranger at 
Hawthorne largely accounts for the long price 
against Bishop Reed. 

Moxley rode Populist through the field and 
6 to 5 was the horse’s price because people said 
“Maybe the boy is not as good as Hueston.” 
The last named jockey was to have ridden 
Arrezzo and when this horse was scratched He 
told liis friends that Populist would win to a 
certainty and a plunge resulted which sent the 
price down to 4 to 5. Corrigan’s Schreiber took 
command and as over this and that fence he 
flew with head high in air, and Populist gradu- 
ally lost ground, the backers of the leader be- 
came jubilant. At the water jump on the first 
round Schreiber was four lengths better than 
the Canadian while the others were eight to 
twelve lengths further back and already beaten. 
Around the turn by the judges stand and up the 
backstretch Schreiber still further increased his 
lead, and Populist was gaining on the others. 
Over the water jump the second time Populist, 
six lengths to the bad was nibbling along 
under a pull, his mouth being slightly open 
Moxley did not seem to be in any hurry, and 
when up the backstretch the favorite closed 
ground still did he seem to be running without 
effort. Steadily he lessened the gap and at the 
fence on the far turn was close to the leader. 
The upper turn was negotiated with the horses 
nearly lapped, but Schreiber was not yet done, 
and the pair jumped into the homestretch side 
and side, to the delight of every one. Then the 
race was over, Populist winning in his quiet 
unassuming gallop by several lengths, never 
having been extended. Marble and the others 
jumped together over the water the last time, 
and had a merry race home. Marble, third, 
was forty lengths behind Schreiber. 

Judge Steadman and Parole d’Or delayed the 
start, but the barrier shot up to a splendid 
start for all but Belvadell, who at once ran to 
the bunch. At the quarter Gold Band, Parole 
d’Or, Basquil and Greyhurst was the order; at 
the halt Greyhurst was leading from Gold 
Band, Judge Steadman next and a close bunch 
for all except Belvadell and Briggs, a pair 
which eventually finished up at the sixteenth. 
The horses were all within striking distance at 
the upper turn with the exceptions named and 
Count Fonso, who, lengths away, seemed to 
have met with an accident. Grey- 
hurst and Gold Band were having it 

hot and heavy at the last sixteenth 
Inconstancy close up, when rushing through 
the bunch came J. McDonald with Count Fonso 
and in a driving finish, Holden, who looked to 
be falling off fifty yards from the wire, got Gold 
Band’s head in front of Count Fonso, who beat 
Greyhurst a throat latch. Inconstancy was a 
close fourth. Basquil was heavily backed, just 
why it is not possible to state. 

Horsemen say that the di&barrment of Jolly 
Roger for the Stallion Stakes was entirely in 
line with the racing rules. Here is the state- 
ment ; Tin 



Stakes by John E. Madden at Louisville last 
spring. He was bought out of a selling race in 
which he was entered by H. T. Griffin and went 
into the hands of W. J. Donohue. The latter 
raced him at Washington Park in his colors, 
and during the meeting it was said Jolly Roger 
became the property of J. A. Vetter, a gentle- 
man reputed to live in Louisville, but a man 
that has never shown up at the Chicago tracks. 
Donohue had the reputation of having owned 
one-half of the colt, and this interest he sold to 
Vetter, who already owned the other half. The 
rule is that when a horse is sold his engage- 
ments must be transferred. In the case of 
Jolly Roger this was neglected. H. T. Griffin 
came to Chicago and said the colt could start. 
With this matter Griffin had nothing to do, as 
J. E. Madden was the nominator. The Haw- 
thorne officials heard nothing from Madden and 
BO declared thd colt ineligible. That Washing- 
ton Park and Harlem allowed Jolly Roger to 
start in stakes was correct, but such action had 
nothing to do with the eligibility of the horse 
for the Stallion Stakes, as when Jolly Roger 
was entered at the other Chicago tracks, it was 
regularly done by either Donohue, Vetter or 
their representatives.

AT HAKLEIVI NEXT WEEK. 



If weather and track conditions are suitable 
Mr. Harness’ flying wonder, Imp, will try next 
week to wipe out the mile record of 1 :38i, made 
by Libertine over the Harlem track in 1894, it 
being the record for a circular mile track. Imp 
has given evidence that she is equal to the task, 
any horse in the country is. At Washington 
Park with 118 pounds up she led the first mile 
in the Oakwood in 1 :39i, and again, when she 
beat Macy at IH miles in 1:511, she carried 112 
pounds and made the first mile in 1 :3^I. She is 
to carry but 91 pounds in her trial and have a 
speedy helper at each quarter. The light 
weight will be very much in her favor, yet it is 
no sure thing that she will wipe out that mar- 
velously fast record of Libertine. It is not that 
she may not possess the speed capacity to do so 
under favorable circumstances, but that it is so 
difficult to point a horse to go to the extreme 
limit of its speed on a prearranged day. Secre- 
tary Nathanson has set the race for Wednes- 
day, October 19, and it will be one of the main 
features of Jubilee Week. 

The Harlem officials ax's naturally counting 
on an increased attendance next week, because 
of the jubilee festivities, and will present other 
exceptionally pleasing attractions besides Imp’s 
race against time. The Columbia Stakes at two 
and one-eighth miles will be decided Tuesday. 
It has $1,500 added and a number of stayers are 
being quietly prepared for the long trip. Char- 
ley Christy, Frank Jaubert, Bing Binger, Paul 
Kuuvar, Croesus and Forte are set down as sure 
to start, if all goes well with them in training, 
while Midian, Muskalonge, Boanerges and Elu- 
sive are on the list of possible additional start- 
ers. The Cicero Stakes, a selling affair, at a 
mile, with $1,000 added, will be pulled off Satur- 
day. It has thirty-eight speedy ones nominated 
and is bound to furnish an interesting contest. 



THE CASE OF JOLLY ROGER. 



Under an interpretation of the rules the colt 
Jolly Roger was not permitted to start for the 
Stallion Stakes at Hawthorne last Saturday. 
This feature of the lace has been commented 
upon in spiteful and unfair terms by writers 
hostile to the track management. The officials 
who decided the case make the following pre- 
sentation of their ground of action: 

“In declaring the colt. Jolly Roger inelligi- 
ble for the ‘Stallion Stakes’ owing to his hav- 
ing been claimed out of a selling race, the 
judges simply did so in accordance with the 
rules governing same. 

“Previous to the years 1895 or 1893, the rule 
read : ‘Engagements do not go with a horse 
bought or claimed out of a selling race, except 
with the written consent of the owner.’ The 
rule was amended subsequently, and the privi- 
lege of transferring the engagement by the 
owner was annulled. 

“The intent of the amended rule was, that 
with the sale or claim as above, all engage- 
ments became null and void; that owners virtu- 
ally made a conditional declaration, when they 
entered a horse having stake engagements in a 
selling race. Should it become necessary, how- 
ever, ‘in case of an appeal’ in any future event 
there will be no trouble to prove the above 
interpretation by members of the congress pres- 
ent at the meeting, when the rule in question 
was changed. 

“Forfeits in any case follow the horse, and it 
only looks equitable the engagements should 
either go with the horse or else become null 
and void. Were the owner to retain the power 
of transfer he virtually retains a mortgage on 
the horse, and gives the purchaser, or claimant,

in a selling race, no power to prevent the accu- 
mulation of forfeits. 

“In the ‘case of Jolly Roger,’ the former and 
present owners of the colt, got together, and in 
consideration of the transfer of the engage- 
ment, Mr. Griffin, the former owner, was to get 
25 per cent, of the stakes, if the colt won.” 



MR. CORRIGAN DISABLED. 



Edward Corrigan may have cause to long re- 
member, in an unpleasant way, the day of the 
Stallion Stakes. Resting easily in a big arm 
chaii: in a room at the Great Northern Hotel, 
he last evening, wrapped in a blanket and 
attired in a negligee shirt, told the story of 
the accident which has for the time being dis- 
abled him. 

“We were late,” said he, “in leaving the city 
for the track. Sam Ecker— you know him, an 
old-time turfman from St. Louis— and I started 
from the hotel in my buggy at 1 :25 p. m. Of 
course we were going along some. A man who 
has but little time is apt to drive fast— maybe 
covering a mile in three and a half minutes. 
When between Halsted street and Ashland ave- 
nue, on Jackson boulevard, out of a side street 
came on a bicyle a little old woman (they tell 
me that grandmothers now ride wheels) that 
looked to me like a little old setting hen. I 
pulled out so as to save her life and she ran on 
ahead of us. 

“I had noticed a man driving a heavy side bar 
buggy on the left and quite a bit ahead, and 
now we had nearly come abreast of him. This 
man pulled over to the right (my position was 
near the right curbstone) and there was noth- 
ing left for me to do but to run into him or kill 
the old lady. So into him I went. Hurt him? 
I guess so, as he was picked up unconscious. 
My left wheel ran over his right hind one and 
along we tilted and jolted striking the ground 
all together about thirty-five feet from where 
the collision occurred. I fell underneath Ecker, 
who weighs over 200 pounds, and down came 
the buggy-wheels up on top of u^. The horse 
stopped in going twelve feet. Did anyone 
catch him? I should say noc ! I had hold of 
the reins, one in each hand, and with me pull- 
ing and and the weight of the whole works on 
the bit he couldn’t be expected to run far 
could he? 

Well, the first thing I heard was, “It’s Corri- 
gan,” and “Get the horse by the head.” Then 
they lifted off Ecker, (who was knocked sense- 
less) and the balance of my load. And do yon 
know, it seemed as if I would never get free. I 
was conscious but couldn’t speak or move hand 
or foot Finally they got me on to the curb and 
a lady gave me a cup of water which revived 
me. When Sam came to me, compared notes 
and finding no bones broken, he called a car- 
riage and went to the racetrack. Sam had his 
leg and his arm cut but we took a stiff horn of 
liquor and both stayed out the afternoon. When 
we reached town, my I but I was stiff and sore. 
Sam went home, and leaving me said, ‘Ed, I’ll 
see you in the morniug.’ I laughed as well as 1 
could. (There! I got the worst of it just 
then.) Mr. Corrigan had coughed and the 
effort set him writhing, and said, “No! Sam, I 
guess you won’t get around for a few days, no 
more than shall. Then I went to my room and 
here I am apt to stick for a few days.” 

The injured horseman cannot use his right 
arm and said that his ribs on the right side 
all feel as if they were alive every time he stirs. 
He said that in all bis experience he never 
before was thrown from a buggy and injured 
and wound up with, “I wish they would keep 
old ladies from riding bicycles.”
